Slugged by a “friend” with rob- 
bery as the motif, Melvin Scott 
of Whittier is in a critical condi- 
tion in San Antonio Community 
hospital this afternoon. Scott 
received a deep cut from a heavy 
metal window weight on the back 
of the head and a serious hem- 
orrhage resulted. The assailant 
escaped with $85. 

Name of the assailant is known, 
he being the object of a wide 
search by Chino police and dep- 
uty sheriffs. The attack and 
robbery occurred in a warehouse 
of the Crystal Sugar Co., Chino, 
early yesterday afternoon.

RESULTS IN ONLY | 
SLIGHT LOSS HERE! 


| recent rain fell during a 36-hour 





“The heaviest storm and the 
least damage.” 

That comparative statement 
was made today by an official in 
reviewing the terrific Friday-Sat- 
urday downpour and after survey- 
ing the light loss in property and 
damage to citrus groves. 


San Antonio canyon highway 
was closed as the result of the 
pile-up of boulders and other 
debris caused by a 29-inch down- 
pour at Camp Baldy. Water 
rushing down from the heavy 
storm in the Alta Loma-Cuca- 
monga district also gutted Foot- 
hill boulevard and brought heavy 
damage to the John Klusman res- 
idence and grove. Foothill was 
open to travel last night after 
being closed since Saturday. 

ONE FAMILY EVACUATED 

Also at various points west of 
Upland, Foothill boulevard pave- 
ment was undermined by the 
surging flood waters, but the ar- 
tery was passable soon after the 
water subsided. One family near 
San Antonio canyon was forced 
to evacuate as high water endan- 
gered a dwelling. 

Telephone service was disrupt- 
ed in various parts of the Chaf- 
fey district. The Southern Cali- 
fornia Edison Co. power was shut 
off at various points. Falling 
trees and poles damaged the lines 
and service was disrupted tem- 
porarily. The Edison sub-station 
in San Antonio canyon was shut 
down Friday night. 

IMPROVEMENTS MADE 

In earlier years, a rain of only 
half as much precipitation would 
have caused widespread damage 
to houses adjacent to the washes 
and to citrus groves throughout 
the district, according to officials. 


Flood control and water con- 
servation measures constructed in 
recent years, however, were cred- 
ited with effectively reducing the 
damage. The fact that the ground 
was dry and much of the water 
was absorbed reduced the run- 


' off, 


“The rainfall in many sections 
was even heavier than the disas- 


trous 1938 flood, but the volume } 


of flow in the creek channels was 
less,” declared Howard Way, 
county engineer, at the county 
Supervisors’ meeting yesterday. 

THEY PROTECTED CITY 

Ask Marvin Francisco, head of 
the Upland street department, 
and H. F. Sutt, in charge of the 
county highway department in 
this area, and they will say it 
was a real storm that choked 
many drains. Their good work, 
however, minimized the flood 
damage and allowed the heavy 
runoff good passage out of the 
district.

ORDINANCE NO. 338 


An Ordinance Defining Certain 
Wholesalers and Providing That 
They Shall Not Pay Any Li- 
censee Fee. 





The City Council of the City of 
| Upland does ordain as follows: 

Section One. Any and all pro- 
visions of any Ordinance hereto- 
fore adopted by the City of Up- 
land requiring wholesalers to pay 
a license fee are hereby repeal- 
ed. It is the intent hereby to per- 
mit wholesalers to sell or deliver 
goods, wares and merchandise to 
retail merchants in the City of 
Upland without being required to 
pay any license or regulatory fee. 

Section Two. For the purposes 
of this Ordinance, a wholesaler or 
wholesale dealer is defined as any 
person, firm or corporation who 
Sells goods, wares or merchandise, 
at wholesale, directly to a retail 
merchant having an established 
place ot business within the City 
of Upland, and shall include any 
person, firm or corporation that 
delivers any such wholesale wares 
or merchandise. 

Section Three. It is hereby 
dGinance is urgently required for 
the immediate preservation of the 
public welfare. Because of. the 
| war there is a great shortage of 
goods, wares and merchandise, in- 
clusive of meats, groceries, fruits 
and vegetables, and many other 
commodities such as furniture, 
household goods, clothing and the 
like, so that at best it is difficult 
for local merchants secure 
wholesale deliveries; and in this 
emergency it is hoped to encour- 
age and not to discourage the 
same, and that accordingly this 
Ordinance shall become effective 
immediately upon its passage and 
adoption by a four-fifths vote of 
the City Council. 

Section Four. The Clerk shall 
certify to the passage of this 
Ordinance and cause the same to 
be published promptly once in The 
Upland News.

Income Tax 
News 


PERSONAL EXEMPTION 

Every individual is allowed a 
credit against his net income 
which varies with his domestic 
status, that is, whether he is. (a) 
a single man, (b) a married per- 
son living with husband or wife, 
or (c) a head of family. This 
credit is known as personal ex- 
emption, and is shown on line 21 
of the return Form 1040. The 
amount of the personal exemp- 
tion also varies depending upon 
the period during which the tax- ! 
payer occupied the particular ex- 
emption status. 

The personal exemption for a 
single person is $500 for the year; 
for a married person living with 
husband or wife, $1,200; and for 
a “head of family”, $1,200. (Per- 
sonal exemption as head of a fam- 
ily has no effect. on liability to 
file a return.) For Federal in- 
come tax purposes, widows, wid-

Taxpayers using a Simplified 
Return (which is permitted if the 
gross income for the year is $3,000 
or less and derived solely from 
earnings from employment and/ 
or from dividends, interest and 
annuities) obtain personal exemp- 
tion based on their status as of 
July 1 of the year. Thus, a tax- 
payer married and living with 
husband or wife on July 1 is en- 
titled to $1,200 personal exemp- 
tion on Form 1040A; if he were 
a widower on July 1, his exemp- 
tion would be $500, irrespective of
